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Vanier 
boycotts 
Kraft 
cheese 



MONTREAL (CUPI) - Mont- 
real's Vanier College has be- 
come the first Quebec post, 
secondary institution to sup- 
port the Kraft boycott. 

The college's food services 
committee and the cafeteria 
owner agreed last Wednesday 
to no longer use any Kraft 
products in the cafeteria. 

The boycott was called in 
August 1971 by the National 
Farmers Union because 
Kraftco, a multi-national 
corporation, refuses to talk 
about collective bargaining 
with Ontario dairy farmers. 
The farmers want a fairer 
price for their milk and a bet- 
ter method of setting prices. 

Kraftco controls about 80 
percent of Canadian cheese 
production. 

Information about the boy- 
cott surprised many Vanier 
students and staff. Most of 
them had not heard about the 
boycott because the local com- 
mercial press has virtually 
ignored it. 

The student newspaper. The 
End, first introduced the boy- 
cott to the campus in early 
January. A motion was soon 
put to. and passed by. the Va- 
nier community council (stu- 
dent government) requesting 
the food services committee 
consider boycotting Kraft pro- 
ducts. 

The committee agreed to 
support the boycott. . 

Cheese is the only Kraft 
product used by the Vanier 
cafeteria. It will now be. pur- 
chased from a Quebec com- 
panyT Process Cheese. Process 
Cheese products cost thirty 
cents more than Kraft cheese 
for a -30-pound case, but the 
cost will not be passed on to 
students. 

The cafeteria uses an ave- 
rage of 2.5 cases per week;" 
making the cost only another 
75 cents a week. 

Cafeterias at the Univer- 
sity of Lethbridge. York. Car- 
leton. the Regina campus of 
the University of Saskatche- 
wan, and a college at the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba no longer 
serve Kraft products. Nume- 
rous student councils across 
the country have also donated 
money to local urban support 
committees or the NFU to 
support the boycott.

Candidates: 
see how they run 



Forty nominees filed- papers 
for the February 28 elections, 
but only 34 will be allowed to 
contest Students' Society posi- 
tions, Chief Returning Officer. 
Ed Milewski declared Thurs- 
day. 

The potential candidates, 
vying for seats on Council, 
Senate. Board of Governors 
and Students' Society execu- 
tive, met Thursday afternoon 
to learn the CRO's rulings on 
their nominations. 

Two Council candidates, 
Carol Evans (Music) and Linda 
Feldman (Graduate Studies), 
and Senate nominee Gayle 
Sinclair (Education), were 
acclaimed. 

Candidates for the Popular 
Student Front also failed to 
comply with electoral and cons- 
titutional requirements, the 
CRO revealed. 

• Presidential nominee Ze'ev 
lonis is ineligible for election 
because he is suspended, and 
therefore not in "good stand- 
ing" with the university, Mi- 
lewski ruled. 
Anna Campagna and Mar- 



lene Jennings, candidates for 
the positions of Internal, Vice- 
President and External Vice- 
President on the PSF slate, 
were disqualified because 
of electoral by-law infractions. 

Milewski said Campagna 
and Jennings campaigned with- 
out the approval of the CRO 
and used illegal material for 
campaign purposes. 

Acording to the CRO. the 
Organizing Committee of the 
PSF issued an election bulle- 
tin urging students to vote for 
lonis, Campagna, and Jennings. 
Milewski claimed that this 
"constituted a gross viola- 
tion of the by-laws to which 
all candidates are subject." 

Marcus Martin (Medicine) 
and Mary Lou Basaraba (Mu- 
sic) were disqualified from 
running in Senate elections 
because of improperly filed 
'nomination papers. 

The CRO extended Senate 
nominations in the faculties of 
Medicine, Graduate Studies. 
Dentistry, Music, and Reli- 
gious Studies, until 4:30 pm 
today because no one applied. 



In addition, nominations 
for a second Graduate Facul- 
ty Council representative 
and a Board of Governors rep 
were extended until today.

MONTREAL (CUPI) A Quebec 
student ' press organization 
moved one step closer to for- 
mation following a weekend of 
discussion by representatives 
•of CEGEP and" university 
newspapers and other student 
press groups. 

The meetings, held at 
CEGEP Maisonneuve. brought 
unanimous agreement on the 
need for an organization to 
provide contacts between pa- 
pers and a base for political 
action. 

A cc-ordinating committee 
was established to set the date 
for the next meeting, to or- 
ganize technical workshops, 
and to set up regional meet- 
ings on common problems. 

The most important task, 
the representatives decided, 
is the organization of a work- 
shop on the "Nouveau Régi- 
me Pédagogique," the govern- 
ment legislation controlling 
CEGEPs,' and the organization 
of opposition to the repressive 
measures against students. 

The students agreed to pro- 
mote and defend the autonomy 
and independence of student 
newspapers. 

A resolution was passed 
calling for student newspapers 
to "make students aware of. . 
and mobilize them around, 
local, national, and interna- 
tional injustices in order to 
bring them closer to the 
working class struggle and to 
promote discussion of inde- 
pendence and socialism." 

The students also decided 
to exchange copies of their 
newspapers and to "pinpoint 
the accomplishements and- 
needs of already-existing re- 
search centres." The newspa- 
pers will work through Agence 
de Presse Libre du Québec 
(APLQ)" until they have their 
own organization established. 

The actual form of the sug- 
gested organization was not 
agreed on since the delegates 
could not decide whether a 
regional grouping would be 
sufficient or if a national or- 
ganization should be establish- 
•ed. Many felt that a top-heavy

No anarchist world tomorrow! 

Sir. 

My letter concerning the 
religious Zionism of McGill 
Christian Fellowship has drawn 
a response from Mr David 
Burrows. President of .MCF 
and from. Mr. Ralph Seliger. 
I truly appreciate both au- 
thors' broad-minded sympathy 
for my point of view even if 
they do not share it. To clear 
any misunderstandings. I 
should like to state my exact 
position on the Palestine pro- 
blem with reference to the 
points raised in the two letters: 
Being more familiar with 
the New Testament than the 
Old. I do not know whether the 
recent Jewish immigration into 
Palestine has any theological 
significance for Christians. I 
know it has resulted in disas- 
ter for the native inhabitants 
of that country. Christian 
and Muslim, and I believe no 
• Christian can support this 
injustice. As an anarchist, I 
believe that all political bor- 
ders between countries should 
be abolished and all people, 
Jews, Arabs and others, should 
be allowed to live wherever 
they wish, in Palestine or else- 
where. Unfortunately we are 
not going to have an anar- 
chist world tomorrow. (I hope 
we do have an anarchist world 
before we all go up in an ato- 
mic conflagration!) So what 
do we do meanwhile? 



I certainly do not propose to 
expel the Israeli Jews from 
Palestine. I believe that Pa- 
lestine does not belong exclu- 
sively either to the Jews or 
to the Arabs, but to all those 
(Jews, Arabs or others) who 
regard it as their own coun- 
try. This position is' unaccept- 
able to the Zionists ("We want 
a Jewish state as the French 
have a French state".. .Moshe 
Dayan). I do not agree with 
Al-Fatah position that only 
those Jews 'whose origins in 
Palestine stem from prior to 
1917 are to be accepted as 
Palestinians. However Al- 
Fatah is not the only Palesti- 
nian resistance organization 
and it has been severely criti- 
cised by the Palestinian Left 
as being "bourgeois-nationa- 
list". I believe that the Pa- 
lestinian Left, as represented 
by the Democratic -Front, 
could make a common cause 
with Matzpen and other pi 
gressive Israeli groups opposei 
to Zionist racism and with 
religious anti-Zionist groups 
like Naturaye Qarta. But even 
Al-Fatah would. I am sure, be 
prepared to modify its present 
position it only the Israeli Go- 
vernment would, agree to ne-
